Pryor was 
removed from the vehicle and 
a felony amount of high-grade 
marijuana (Blackberry Cush), 
marijuana seeds, digital scales, 
and baggies were found in dif¬ 
ferent areas within the vehicle. 


US currency was taken off Pryor.

Right to Work ordinance 
passes with 4-0 vote

A significantly smaller crowd 
gathered on Tuesday evening, 
Dec. 30 as four members of 
the Fulton County Fiscal Court 
unanimously passed Ordinance 
2014-6 following the second and 
final reading of the controversial 
legislation on Right to Work 
(RTW). Magistrates Billy 
“Bubba” Nelms, James Black and 
Henry Callison did not hesitate 
when Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher asked 
for a vote following his reading 
of the ordinance. 

The crowd, which included Jim 
Martin, who took office as Fulton 
County Judge/Executive on Jan. 
5, Hickman City Commissioner 
Charles Choate, Jeff Johnson 


of Hickman, Ky., Dan Voegeli 
of Fulton, Ky., and Ivan and 
Mary Potter from Hickman 
County, Ky., witnessed the vote. 
Martin and others stood and 
clapped following the 4-0 vote, 
with Gallagher voting, as well. 
Magistrate George A. Jones, 
from District 2, unable to attend 
the meeting wanted to vote by 
proxy, but legally could not. “He 
did tell me over the phone that 
he is for this ordinance,” added 
Judge/Executive Gallagher. 
Making the Fiscal Court united 
in their decision. 

“If sustained the RTW 
ordinance will allow us to compete 
for industrial prospects evenly 
with our Tennessee neighbors,” 
Gallagher said. “The issue that 
will go to court is not RTW but 


the question of Home Rule. 
Fiscal Court voted for economic 
growth and job creation. There 
was no anti-union sentiment or 
agenda expressed or implied in 
this measure. It’s about jobs and 
the future of Fulton County’s 
economic viability.” 

“Thirty plus years experience 
in economic development has 
taught me that not having Right- 
To-Work (RTW) has been an 
obstacle to industrial recruitment 
in Kentucky,” stated Martin. 
“In many conversations and 
interviews over the years with site 
location consultants and company 
presidents, I have learned RTW, 
although not the only issue, 
is a determining factor in the

A noon Dec. 29 meeting 
between representatives of the 
cities of Fulton, South Fulton, 
Hickman, Fulton County and the 
Twin Cities Ambulance Service 
proved to be considerably more 
productive, as Parkway Regional 
Hospital Chief Executive Officer 
John Ballard provided each 
of the officials with revisions 
worked out between respective 
legal counsels of the hospital and 


designated parties. 

Amendments to a service 
agreement, ambulance bay 
housing and equipment leasing 
had previously been proposed 
by the hospital after the public 
announcement of the hospital’s 
plan to close the Fulton emergency 
room, and discontinue inpatient 
care at Parkway as well. Clinics 
in Hickman, Fulton and Clinton 
would also be affected with the 
announcement, thereby requiring 
the sign off by all parties in those 


areas and municipalities. The 
Twin Cities Ambulance Service, 
a board set to have been in the 
process of dissolving, had also 
been required to be a party in 
the amendments’ agreements, 
previously handing over the 
operation of the ambulance 
service to the hospital. 

In the proposed amendment, 
a one year contract for the 
ambulance service was being

Report on the Financial Statements 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of City of Hickman, Kentucky as 
of and for the year ended June 30,2014, and the related notes to the financial statements, which collectively 
comprise the City's basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents.

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively 
comprise the City of Hickman, Kentucky's basic financial statements.The combining and individual nonma¬ 
jor fund financial statements are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of 
the basic financial statements. 

The combining and individual nonmajor fund financial statements are the responsibility of management 
and were derived from and relate directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare 
the basic financial statements. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in 
the audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and 
reconciling such information directly to the statements themselves, and other additional procedures in 
accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United Sates of America. In our opinion, the 
combining and individual nonmajor fund financial statements are fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the basic financial statements as a whole. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated December 12, 
2014, on our consideration of the City of Hickman, Kentucky's internal control over financial reporting and 
on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements 
and other matters.The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over 
financial reporting and compliance and he results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on internal 
control over financial reporting or on compliance.That report is an integral part of an audit performed in 
accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering City of Hickman, Kentucky's internal control 
over financial reporting and compliance.

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“Welcome to My World” 


David Eason

I lay on my mother’s bed 
on Saturday nights until I was 
eight and fell asleep to the 
muffled voices of The Grand Ole 
Opry. My father in the front of 
the house working on his sermon, 
Mama would take charge of 
the radio as the last shots of 
Gunsmoke were fired. The Opry 
meant the coming of a sleep 
that I resisted, but its distinctive 
sounds, the shape of songs grown 
familiar only through those 
Saturday night shows, filled the 
space between us until her world 
was my world and her stars were 
my stars. 

Mama was a big woman, five 
feet seven inches and fleshy 
enough, even in her prime, to call 
herself big boned. She could hide 
her emotions in a mask as stoical 
as bluegrass music. But there was 
a hint of moody sensuality about 
her as well and mischievousness 
in her smile. Her eyes, like her 
hair, were dark brown. 

One of twelve children, she 
grew up in an unpainted house 
in the hills near the Tennessee 
River in West Tennessee. The 
house had neither electricity nor 
plumbing. It was all bedrooms, 
three of them across the front, 
two beds to a room, with a 
kitchen in the back. She went 
to grade school at the one-room 
Doe Creek School where my 
grandfather taught, then walked 
four miles to Scotts Hill for high 
school. It was a hard life and 
left deep scars on the children, 
something those romantic songs 
about growing up poor usually 


fail to mention. Still, some of 
our best times were when she 
would tell me the old stories 
about growing up poor, isolated, 
and in a crowd of brothers and 
sisters. She would laugh until 
tears filled her eyes, and I, not 
really understanding the stories 
but loving the laughter, would 
roll on the floor beside her. 

She found a way out when my 
father preached a revival near 
her home. At 16, she quit school 
to become a Methodist minister’s 
wife, first in rural ‘circuits’ of 
three and four churches with 
names like Campground, Church 
Grove, and Palestine and later in 
a string of small-town churches 
in Western Kentucky and West 
Tennessee. She taught herself 
most of what she needed to know 
by watching and reading, and she 
fled about her education and age 
until there was no need and then 
out of habit. 

Her life, our life, was 
orchestrated to avoid criticism, 
about our clothes, our car, our 
grammar, our manners, our 
intelligence, about the state 
of our souls. She rose at five 
daily and worked until mid- 
afternoon cleaning the house. In 
the evenings, particularly in the 
summer, she often visited with 
neighbors. As her extensions, my 
sister and I felt a lot of pressure 
to make a good impression as 
well. Violating one of her rules 
was a major offense, and she 
would ridicule you no matter 
how public the situation. Still, 
not all her rules were about 
making a good impression. 
She was the least racist person 
from my early childhood, and 


she insisted I work at treating 
everyone the same. She also had 
a wonderful sense of humor and 
could be very funny even about 
all her pretenses. 

In 1954, we moved to our first 
brick house. The house, a four- 
bedroom Tudor, stood amidst old 
money next to a matching church 
on a bluff that overlooked the 
Mississippi River in Hickman, 
Ky. Methodists move their 
ministers periodically, so we were 
used to finding our place in the 
farm towns of Western Kentucky. 
What we weren’t used to were 
the plantation airs of Hickman, 
the colonial houses, the big cars, 
the fur stoles. This was cotton 
country, and the large farms that 
filled the river bottoms made it 
seem more like the Mississippi 
Delta than the Kentucky we had 
known. 

The town was a testament 
to the power of the river. A 
seawall, that’s what we called it, 
stood an alley away from Main 
Street and wound itself around 
the downtown and west to the 
poorer sections to keep out the 
high water that had flooded the 
streets in the 1920s. More than a 
hundred concrete steps climbed 
from the downtown to the bluff 
where the town’s ruling class 
could look at the river from their 
picture windows but find none of 
its trouble in their yards. 

A few families controlled most 
of the rich river-bottom land and 
sat atop a class structure that 
was mostly poor people, black 
and white. We were part of the 
town’s small middle class, but 
much of the town’s aristocracy 
attended our church, and our 


lives straddled the class lines that 
divided the town. Hickman was 
both an alluring and foreboding 
place. Closer to her dreams of 
the good life than she had ever 
expected to be. Mama drank in 
the small town elegance of that 
sleepy river town and turned off 
The Opry. For Mama, Hickman 
was a place too grand for country 
music. 

In the years to come our 
lives changed in ways none of 
us would have predicted. The 
summer after my fourth grade 
year, we had to start facing the 
ongoing problem of my father’s 
health. Daddy suffered from a 
number of circulatory ailments 
that were heart related and were 
the longtime consequences of 
rheumatic fever and a shooting 
accident he suffered as a boy. 
That summer he had very serious 
arterial surgery and his health for 
the remainder of my school years 
steadily declined. My mother’s 
mental health deteriorated in 
step with my father’s illness. 
She withdrew more and more 
into herself and increasingly 
medicated her fears and worries 
with prescription drugs. The 
shadow of those years and the 
ones that followed hangs over 
many of the stories I tell. But 
before there was a shadow, a 
light shined from the radio on 
Saturday night, the room was full 
of music and my Mama loved me 
like a song. 

Editor's Note: David Eason 
lived in Hickman 1954 to 1960. 
Eason is a professor at Middle 
Tennessee State University and 
also taught at Loyola University 
and the University of Utah.

Two common nutritional recom¬ 
mendations senior citizens hear 
often from their physicians include 
the importance of increasing hydra¬ 
tion and consuming more protein. 

According to Heather Schwartz, 
MS, RD a Registered Dietitian 
working at Stanford Hospital and 
Clinics, if you take in less fluid than 
your body needs, you are at risk of 
dehydration. Dehydration is com¬ 
mon in seniors due to decreased 
feelings of thirst, medications and 
diseases that increase your fluid 
needs, and decrease overall food 
and beverage intake. 

Symptoms of dehydration in¬ 
clude confusion, fatigue, hot or 
cold sensations, muscle cramp¬ 
ing, headache, dry mouth, eyes 


and skin, constipation, dangerous 
changes to blood pressure, and ab¬ 
normal blood chemistry (ex: blood 
sugar, electrolytes). 

So if you are 65 or older, your 
mission is to take in nine glasses 
or two liters of fluid per day. This 
includes other fluids besides water, 
such as, milk, soup, coffee and tea 
and popsicles. It should also be 
known that some fruits and veg¬ 
etables, like lettuce, also have high 
liquid content. 

The way to achieve this goal is 
to drink one glass of fluid with each 
meal and one in between meals to 
ensure you are reaching that nine 
glasses mark. Always keep fluid 
in arm’s reach throughout the day 
and stash one in the car or your bag 
when you leave the house. 

Your body struggles to maintain 
its immune system and muscles 
when you fail to eat enough pro¬ 
tein. This increases your risk of 
infections and pressure sores, falls 
and broken bones, and can make 
movement challenging. 

Protein deficiency in seniors is a 
rising concern and can cause prob¬ 
lems with wound healing, dental 
issues, easy bruising, fatigue, and 
decreased appetite. Eating enough 
protein may help those trying to 


lose weight more successful, too. 

When aiming to eat enough pro¬ 
tein it is important to know that 
senior women should try to eat 45 
grams of protein each day and 60 
grams is the target for senior men. 
Examples include: one egg white 
has seven grams of protein, one 
string cheese has eight grams and 
a can of tuna or chicken has close 
to 40 grams. 

Add protein to each meal and 
at snacks, too. You can also drink 
your protein when you add items 
like milk, yogurt, soy milk, protein 
smoothies to your diet. 

Breakfast tip: cook your hot 
breakfast cereal with low fat milk 
or soy milk instead of water (that 
adds eight grams of protein) 

Lunch tip: add 1/2 cup beans to 
your salad or soup (+6 grams) 
Dinner tip: finish the protein on 
your plate before starting on the 
fruits, vegetables, starches and 
dessert. 

Snack: add 1/4 cup of nonfat dry 
milk powder to your pudding or 
smoothie (+8 grams)

“The 
magistrates are to be commended 
for putting principle above petty 
politics and for representing the 
best interests of their constituents 
and the future of their community,” 
said Jim Waters, president of the 
Bluegrass Institute, a statewide 
free-market think tank which 
supports making Kentucky the 
25th right-to-work state in the 
nation. “The fact is, that since 
counties have begun voting on this 
issue - it’s truly been bipartisan - 
- with actually more Democrats 
than Republicans supporting 
a policy that would protect

individual workers from losing 
their jobs because they fail to join 
a labor union and pay dues. With 
this vote, the magistrates have 
hung out the ‘Open for Business’ 
sign and have sent a message to 
Frankfort that this right-to-work 
is good for Kentucky and needed 
by all Kentuckians.” 

On the Courier’s Facebook 
page where a video of the vote 
was shown, some comments on 
what Right to Work means for the 
county, in their opinion, include, 
“now they can hire and fire any 
one at any time for no reason at 
all” and “lower wages and less 
benefits, if any at all.” 

Fulton County is the third 
Kentucky county to pass the 
second reading of a right-to-work 
ordinance, following Warren and 
Simpson counties. Fiscal courts 
in Hardin and Todd counties have 
held first readings. Cumberland 
County was scheduled to have 
their first reading on Monday 
(1/5) while Todd County was to 
hold its second reading on Jan. 5 
as well. 

While the state Attorney 
General’s office issued an opinion 
signed by a deputy attorney 
general stating that federal law 
prohibits counties from passing 
local right-to-work laws, it fails 
to even mention legislative 
actions taken to allow counties to 
approve economic-development 
policies that benefit their counties. 
Meanwhile, former Kentucky 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Joseph Lambert and retired 
Supreme Court Justice Will 
Graves (of Paducah) recently 
signed a joint opinion stating that 
state law allows actions on right- 
to-work policies, such as Fulton 
and several other counties have 
taken. 

Mary Potter, of Hickman 
County, declined to give a 
comment. Attorney David 
Suetholz, of Louisville, Ky., was 
contacted via email and did not 
send a comment. 

Editor's Note : As we look to a 
new beginning in 2015, time will 
tell to see if the legislation holds 
up and just how beneficial it is to 
Fulton County.

is a very detailed leader and has 
always been willing to give 110% 
in his jobs. He leads by example. 
He is not afraid of getting his hands 
dirty while he leads and inspires 
others to work beside him and 
give the same. He will be missed 
in my position as PVA but also as 
a co-worker that I have always 
respected. 

Just like he took Morgan under 
his wing, Gallagher did the same 
for the residents of Fulton County 
when he took office almost 3,000 
days ago.

“Judge Gallagher worked 
tirelessly during the ice storm 
and flood,” remembers Callison. 
“Besides the new ambulance 
service and county-wide dispatch 
center he also brought us one call 
notification and new industries for 
the people.” 

Callison will miss him as a friend 
and as judge working on the behalf 
of Fulton County. “He represented 
the people of Fulton County with 
one goal,” stated Callison. “To 
work on behalf of the people of 
this county. Judge Gallagher will 
be missed by the Fiscal Court and 
we wish him well and I know he 
will continue to be active in his 
community and church.”

“Today (Monday, Dec. 29) he 
represented himself and the county 
well, especially on the Right to 
Work issue.” 

Even as Gallagher’s days were 
winding down, he was still working 
hard for the future of Fulton 
County. Working to pass the Right 
to Work (RTW) Ordinance, have a 
signed ambulance contract in hand 
by the end of the year and holding 
meetings with regards to the recent 
announcement of the closing of 
Parkway Regional Hospital. The 
RTW ordinance was voted on and 
passed with a 3-0 vote on Tuesday, 
Dec. 30 (Magistrate Jones wanted 
to vote by proxy, but could not. He 
stated he was for the passing of 
the ordinance.) and the ambulance 
contract was signed on Monday, 
Dec. 29 (See story on page J.) 

“I don’t think he is through,” 
added Black. “He could find a job 
anywhere.” 

“I look forward to working with 
Judge Jim Martin knowing he will 
lead Fulton County and promote 
the county in the same positive 
direction,” stated Henry Callison. 

“I have enjoyed working with 
Judge Gallagher for the past eight 
years as we were both elected in

2006,” stated Jones, Magistrate 
from District 2. Jones mentions the 
acquisition of the National Guard 
Armory building to house all 
county government, the ice storm 
that found Gallagher spending 
countless hours in his office 
making the many right decisions, 
next was the flood finding him 
once again spending more hours 
making the best decisions for the 
county.

“All 
over the state people look up to 
him because of his leadership 
and vision.

proposed as an extension to the 
original three-year agreement. 
Another change was the notice 
to be given by any party to 
the agreement, in the event 
termination is made, from a nine- 
month notice to a 60-day notice 
being required with the new 
amendment. 

Fulton City Manager and 
acting TCAS board chairman 
Cubb Stokes asked Ballard 
if all changes had been made 
as a result of the coordinated 
conference calls between legal 
representatives, including the 
request to make sure language 
in the documents reflected 
ambulances staffed in Hickman 
as well as Fulton and Ballard 
confirmed the same. 

Ballard also confirmed the 
documents had been satisfactory 
to legal counsel for the hospital 
and the division president. 

While South Fulton City 
Mayor Eddie Cassetty was not 
present for the meeting, South 
Fulton City Manager Debra Craig 
said Cassetty was designated 
and authorized by the South 
Fulton Commission to sign the 
agreement amendments and he 
was on his way back into town, 
with plans to stop at the hospital 
to sign. 

Providing authorized signatures 
for all other parties were Stokes, 
for the Twin Cities Ambulance 
Service, Fulton Mayor Elaine 
Forrester for the City of Fulton, 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher for Fulton 
County, David Lattus, Mayor for 
the City of Hickman and Ballard, 
for the hospital. 

Ballard told those present he 
would provide copies of the 
signed amendments to each of 
them when all signatures were 
secured. 

Also present for the meeting 
were Johnny McTurner, 
Hickman’s city manager 
and Kevin Kelly, Ambulance 
Director.

Following the formalities of 
appointing the administrative 
staff, emergency management 
personnel, county employees, 
and the road supervisor to a four- 
year term, members of the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court and Judge/ 
Executive Jim Martin discussed 
the continued negotiations con¬ 
cerning the future of a hospital 
and ambulance service in the 
county. 

“Negotiations are continuing 
as we work to keep an ambulance 
service and clinics in both Hick¬ 
man and Fulton,” stated Judge/ 
Executive Martin. “It is possible 
that we will require an agreement 
between the two cities and the 
county and even retain separate 
legal council with regard to this 
issue.” 

Judge/Executive Martin has 
asked retired Judge David Galla¬ 
gher to stay on point as the negoti¬ 
ations continue. “Judge Gallagher 
is continuing to set up meetings 
with the hospital (Parkway Re¬ 
gional Hospital (PRH) about the 


real estate where the hospital and 
the Hickman clinic are located,” 
Judge/Executive Martin said. “It 
is possible we will need a MOU 
(Memorandum of Understanding) 
in the future as things proceed.” 

As they move forward Judge/ 
Executive Martin feels there could 
be some expenses incurred by the 
two cities and the county as nego¬ 
tiations continue. “I don’t see it as 
a big expense, but that depends on 
the real estate and legal options to 
get possession of the real estate,” 
he added. “We are negotiating 
with other medical providers to 
maintain the presence of a clinic 
in Hickman and an ambulance 
service in the county.” 

Magistrate Billy “Bubba” 
Nelms asked Judge/Executive 
Martin to continue with the ne¬ 
gotiations and inform the Fiscal 
Court when he has a conclusion. 
“You negotiate it and bring us 
back your conclusions,” he said. 
“Keep us in the loop, especially 
when money is involved.” 

Magistrate Nelms went on to 
say that they don’t need to know 
every single detail. “We think it 


makes your job harder if we get 
in the way,” added Magistrate 
Nelms. 

Magistrate James Black in¬ 
quired about South Fulton’s sta¬ 
tus with the ambulance service. 
Judge/Executive Martin went on 
to say that he hopes they will con¬ 
tinue to stay on with us. 

“We really need to keep a clinic 
here,” chimed in Magistrate Hen¬ 
ry Callison. “It is very, very im¬ 
portant.” 

“Our goal is to do that. We 
would like everything to stay just 
like it is,” stated Judge/Executive 
Martin. “The ambulance contract 
is signed but either party can now 
cancel the contract with only a 60- 
day notice.” 

Judge/Executive Martin reiter¬ 
ated the hospital’s plan to relo¬ 
cate their clinic services to South 
Fulton. “Judge Gallagher is still 
negotiating and meeting with hos¬ 
pital folks,” reiterated Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Martin. “We want control 
of the real estate.” 

“They will close Hillview once 
the new clinic is completed,” 
asked Magistrate Callison with 


Judge/Executive Martin answer¬ 
ing yes. 

“Their (PRH) goal is to aban¬ 
don everything in Kentucky,” 
added Judge/Executive Martin. 

Realizing that there will prob¬ 
ably not be a 70-bed hospital 
in Fulton County in the future, 
but knowing the need for clin¬ 
ics at both ends of the counties 
and an ambulance service, the 
talk between the Magistrates and 
Judge/Executive Martin, centered 
around those needs. 

Another goal is to have an ER 
(emergency room) of sorts in or¬ 
der to stabilize patients before 
transporting to area hospitals in 
locations such as Mayfield and 
Paducah, both in Kentucky. 

All four Magistrates and 
Judge/Executive Martin agreed 
that Judge Gallagher was a good 
judge and good for Fulton County 
who stayed in contact with the fis¬ 
cal court. “I have served under a 
lot of judges,” added Magistrate 
Black. “Some didn’t stay in con¬ 
tact with the fiscal court. You stay 
in contact with us and things will 
work out well.”
